live. 
The supreme test of a free gov­ 
ernment is the right of a people to 
write and 
unwrite 
its 
constitution 
and its laws. 
The supreme teet of 
good citizenship is obedience to the 
law when written. 
"There is a peculiar vicious doc­ 
trine which has come up in this coun­ 
try to which 1 must refer. 
It was said 
that during the late war as soon as 
the war was declared, the constitu­ 
tion 
of 
the United States was in a 
sense suspended, and that the con­ 
gress could pass any law it saw fit 
to pass. 
This i» a strange doctrine. 
There 
is 
only one 
way you 
can 
change the constitution or suspend 
any of its provisions, and that is in 
the same way and by the same power 
that 
made it. to-wit, the people of 
<the United States themselves. 
“ I have alw ays thought that if any

icould be regarded as more vital to 
the cause of freedom than any other 
it would be the first amendment to 
the 
constitution, which

constitution, such are effects of war 
in breeding hate and intolerance that 
men are in prison today and have 
been for six years, in absolute viola­ 
tion of the fundamental principles of 
the first amendment. 
.Men are there 
not for 
violence, not 
for 
assaults 
upon 
life or property, 
but for the 
expression 
of their political 
views 
But what is even more startling, they 
are there without any legal evidence 
upon which to hold them.”

In digging for New York’s new- stor­ 
age reservoir at Giboa, in the Catskili 
mountains, 40 tree trunks turned to 
stone were uncovered, say s the De­ 
troit News. 
Prof. John M. Clarke, 
director of the state museum at Al­ 
bany , estimates them to be 300,0*0,000 
y ears old.

the Judgment of 
specialists in the bureau of animal In­ 
dustry, are clear-cut evidence that the 
ty pes of animals shown and recog­ 
nized as best by Judges of live stock 
are much superior to poorly bred stock 
from a meat standpoint. 
The practical side of the study Just 
completed Is shown by the following 
statement bv John Roberts of the bu­ 
reau of animal Industry, who made 
the compilation: 


Steer Carcasses Compared. 
“The difference in dressing yield 
between a ‘good’ and a ‘common’ steer, 
according to the figures collected, is 
6 per cent. 
For a 1,000-pound steer 
this would mean 60 pounds more of 
mark etable meat. 
Nor is this all, 
since the meat of the higher-class ani­ 
mal Is superior In quality throughout, 
as well as being better distributed 
among the choicer cuts. 
In other 
words, the well-bred steer mak es a 
more profitable use of his feed than 
the inferior one. 
These things are 
tak en strictly into account by the ex­ 
perts who price the animals fn the 
stock yards; they are. indeed, the fac­ 
tors that determine the mark et value 
of one class as compared with another.

Free People Confronted W ith Ques­ 
tion of Whether or Not They Can 
Uphold and Maintain the Constitu­ 
tion Under W hich They Live, th* 
Idaho Senator Says— First Am end­ 
ment Held Most Vital. 


Washington, Oct. IG.—‘‘The hotbed 
of lawlessness and of cynical defiance 
of 
the 
eighteenth 
(prohibition) 
amendment la among those of social 
standing, 
large 
property 
interests 
and the wealthier hernias.” 
United States Senator William E. 
Borah of Idaho made this assertion 
before 
the 
citizenship 
conference, 
which closed 
a 
three-da^’ 
meeting 
here. 
Asking ‘‘Shall the constitution 
of the United States be nullified?” 
Senator Borah said: 
“The eighteenth amendment is now 
the storm center of the constitution. 
It is in the constitution after years 
of agitation and discussion. 
There 
can be, in my judgment, no more vital 
problem presented to a free people 
than the problem of whether or not 
they can uphold and maintain the 
written constitution under which they 
live. 
The supreme test of a free gov­ 
ernment is the right of a people to 
write and 
unwrite 
its 
constitution 
and its laws. 
The supreme test of 
good citizenship is obedience to the 
law when written. 
"There is a peculiar vicious doc­ 
trine which has come up in this coun­ 
try to which I must refer. It was said 
that during the late war as soon as 
the war was declared, the constitu­ 
tion of the United States was in a 
sense suspended, and that the con­ 
gress could pass any law it saw fit 
to pass. 
This is a strange doctrine 
There is 
only one way you 
can 
change the constitution or suspend 
any of its provisions, and that is in 
the same way and by the same power 
that made it, to-wit, the people of 
ithe United States themselves. 
‘‘I have always thought that if any 
one 
provision 
of 
the 
constitution 
(could be regarded as more vital to 
the cause of freedom than any other 
it would be the first amendment to 
the 
constitution, which 
guarantees 
(free speech, a free press 
and 
the 
right to worship God according to 
the dictates of one’s conscience. But 
such are the effects of war upon the 
constitution, such are effects of war 
In breeding hate and intolerance that 
men are in prison today and have 
been for six years, in absolute viola­ 
tion of the fundamental principles of 
the first amendment. 
Men are there 
not for 
violence, not for 
assaults 
upon life or property, but for the 
expression of their political views. 
But what is even more startling, they 
are there without any legal evidence 
upon whic h to hold them.”

Statistical studies just completed by 
the United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture, showing meat yields of vari­ 
ous Classes Of animals in proportion 
to live weight, bring out clearly the 
importance of good breeding.

conducted,

kinds of market live stock were in­ 
cluded, the grades varying from com­ 
mon stock to animals slaughtered in 
the carcass competition of the Inter­ 
national live stock exposition. 
Fig­ 
ures were obtained from a number of 
government 
sources 
and from 
the 
packing Industry. 
Good Breeding Show® It® Value. 
The difference In dressing yield for 
various grades of cattle ranged from 
48 to 66 per cent, meaning that that 
proportion of 
the animal 
was the 
dressed carcass. For sheep and lambs 
the dressing yield varied from 42 per 
cent for common market ewes to 5S.3 
per cent for International show’ weth­ 
ers. 
The figures 
for swine show 
dressing percentages ranging from 75 
to 85.3 per cent. 
The relatively high 
figures for swine are due In part to 
the fact that the skin and bend com­ 
monly remain on the carcass The In­ 
ternational show’ animals In each case 
are chiefly pure breds, fed specially to 
produce an ideal carcass. 
The results, In the Judgment of 
specialists in the bureau of animal In­ 
dustry are clear-cut evidence that the 
types of animals shown and recog­ 
nized as best by Judges of live stock 
are much superior to poorly bred stock 
from a meat standpoint. 
The practical side of the study Just 
completed is shown by the following 
statement bv John Roberts of the bu­ 
reau of animal Industry, who made 
the compilation:

“The difference in dressing yield 
between a ‘good’ and a ‘common’ steer, 
according to the figures collected, Is 
6 per cent. 
For a I,OOO-pound steer 
this would mean OO pounds more of 
marketable meat. 
Nor is this all, 
since the meat of tile higher-class ani­ 
mal Is superior in quality throughout, 
as well as being better distributed 
among the choicer cuts. 
In other 
words, the well-bred steer makes a 
more profitable use of his feed than 
the Inferior one. 
These things are 
taken strictly into account by the ex­ 
perts who price the animals hi the 
stockyards; they are. Indeed, the fac­ 
tors that determine the market value 
of one class as compared with another.

"I’m going to raise less wheat in 
future and more beef cattle, hens and 
hogs," -ays 
Mrs. Ford. , "My seven 
years’ experience has taught me that 
in those three items is the secret of 
fanning success.”
